Everest, world’s highest mountain, 
for the first time, took off today to 
fly over nearby Kanchanjunga, 
which towers almost as high. 

(Kanchanjunga is 28,156 
high. Everest is 29,141.) 

It was said today that visibility 
was not entirely satisfactory yes- 
terday, and that the two planes lost 
sight of each other when they cir- 
cled over the peak four times. 

The men who flew over Everest 
were the Marquis of Clydesdale, who 
was accompanied by Lieutenant- 
Colonel L. V. Stewart Blacker, and 
by Lieut. D. F. McIntyre and S, R. 
Bonnett, an expert photographer. 

Bonnett succeeded in taking sev- 
eral pictures which, it was hoped, 
would provide an authentic record 
of the conquest of Everest, on the 
sides of which many men have 
perished attempting to reach the 
top.

CRUSHED BY IMPACT; 73 


SURVIVING

H. V. Wiley, Second in 
Command of Dirigible 
Akron, Describes Night 
of Fog and Storm.and 
Fight to Keep Ship Up. 


FIRST FALL WAS 
STOPPED; UP AGAIN 


Finally Air Became Turbu- 
lent, Dirigible Tossed 
Violently, in Center of 
Storm; Lynch, Then Sud- 
den Drop.

NEW YORK, April 4.—Lieuten-| 


ant-Commander H. V. Wiley, sec-| 
ond in command of the ill-fated 
navy dirigible Akron, told his own 
story to mewspaper men late to- 
day, announcing that ~ he would 
conduct the interview himself and 
that he would answer no questions 
regarding his opinion on technical 
causes of the crash of the air- 
ship. 

Wiley offered to give only 
“outline.” 

“We left Lakehurst at about 7:30 
p. m. last night on a regularly 
scheduled flight,” he said. 

“One object of the flight was to 
calibrate radio direction finding 
stations in New England.” 

Wiley said that calibration of the 


an 


New England stations could not | 
begin until it was daylight and, as | 
it was foggy, it was decided to 
cruise inland, where the ground 
could be seen. 

“We were over Philadelphia 
about 8:10 o’clock last night,’ he 
said, “headed south, following the 
Delaware River. It was expected 
there would be no fog south of 
New Jersey and that the fog at 
sea would clear in the morning.” 

Lightning Seen Ahead. 

“About 8:35 o'clock,” he __ said, 
“when 20 miles south of Philadel- 
phia, lightning was seen ahead, and 
in a few minutes we had reports 
of a thunderstorm over Washing- 
ton. 

“We headed east and northeast 
toward the ocean, flying at about 
1600 feet. The ground was  ob- 
scured by fog, but we knew our 
position quite accurately, and oc- 
casionally we would sight lights in- 
dicating a town which checked our 
course. 

“The ship was in good flying 
condition, although slightly heavy. 
The lightning to the south became 
quite extensive and also appeared 
in the west.” 

Storm Was General. 


Commander Wiley said that 


about 10 o'clock, after the Akron | 


left the Jersey Coast, the storm 
was general all around the ship. 

“I don’t think the ship was 
struck by lightning,” he said, “as 
there was no indication of this at 
any time, although there was 
plenty of lightning around us. 

“We continued east for about an 
hour and then reversed the course. 
When we reached lang again we 
saw lights and identified the shore 
line. This was about midnight. The 
course was changed to southeast. 
About half an hour later the ship 
began to descend rapidly from 1600 
feet. I dropped all the ballast 
forward. The fall was stopped at 
about 800 feet. We rose rapidly 
and leveled off again at 1500 feet. 

“While we were falling, the en- 
gines were pushed to full speed. 
Aftr we gained our altitude again 
they were changed to _ standard 
speed. Three minutes later the air 
became turbulent all around us and 
the ship tossed violently. 

In Center of Storm. 

“I knew we were near the cen- 
ter of the storm, because air in 
the center is most turbulent. I 
called all hands to the landing sta- 
tidns so as to have all of them 
available and not in their bunks. 

“The ship took a sharp lurch

One Is Drowned, Six Res- 
cued From the J-3 One of 
Whom Dies Later in At- 
lantic City Hospital.

BEACH HAVEN, N. J., April 4.— 
The naval non-rigid dirigible J-3, 
returning from a search for sur- 
vivors of the dirigible Akron, 
dropped into the surf off the 
boardwalk here today. Six of its 


crew of seven were rescued. 

The resgued men are: Lieut. J. 
M. Thornton, Lieut. W. A. Cockell, 
Chief Radio Operator Harley E. 
Manley and Machinists Mates A. 
A. Sprague and W. H. Meyers. 
The commander of the ship, Lieu- 
tenant-Commander David E. Cum- 
mins, was picked up later by the 
coast guard. He was taken un- 
conscious. to an Atlantic City hos- 
pital where he died. Cummins’ 
home was at Prescott, Ark. The 
body of the other member of the 
crew, Pasquale Bettio, chief ma- 
chinist’s mate, was recovered later. 

All wore heavy clothing and 
padded suits for their flight. None 
is thought to be in a serious con- 
dition. 

The J-3 was sent out from Lake- 
hurst, N. J. 

The craft was caught by a strong 
northwest wind as it cleared the 
sea and flew in over Barnegat 
Inlet. Persons on shore saw that 
it was making little headway and, 
after a short struggle with the 
wind, saw it blow backward and

ADMIRAL MOFFETT 
AMONG MISSING 


Survivor Tells of Storm 
When Ship Was ‘‘Sur- 
rounded by Lightning;” 
Saw Men Swimming; 
Earlier Fog Followed by 
the Storm. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 4.—The U, 
S. S. Akron, largest airship in the 
world, crashed in a storm at sea, 
“surrounded” by lightning,” at 
12:33 a. m. today with 76 men 


aboard. 

Four of those men were found 
alive, but one of them died, and 
the body of another has been 
found. This is apparently by far 
the greatest disaster in the his- 
tory of lighter-than-air flight, a 
history which has been spotted 
by numerous major tragedies. 

The Akron was caught in a vio- 
lent electrical storm shortly after 
midnight, 25 miles out from the 
sand dunes of the Jersey coast, in 
the region of Barnegat. Wreck- 
age was sighted later 25 miles 
east of Atlantic City. 

The Coast Guard station at As- 
bury Park, N. J., reported receiving 
S. O. S. signals from the Akron, 
but the air was filled with static 
and they were not heard elsewhere. 
The German tanker Phoebus aw 
a flare in the darkness. 

Among the missing is Admirat 
William A. Moffett, chief of the 
Navy’s. Bureau of Aeronautics, 
Another lost is Lieut. George Cal- 
nan, Construction Corps, of Water- 
town, Mass., who was a fencing ex~- 
pert and participated in the Olym- 
pic games last year at Los Angeles, 

Among the rescued is Lieutenant- 
Commander H. V. Wiley, executive 
officer of the Akron. The others 
rescued were enlisted members of 
the crew, as was the man who died. 
They were Moody E. Erwin and 
Richard Deal, enlisted men. Robert 
W. Copeland, chief radio operator, 
died after rescue. Deal had sur- 
vived the crash of the Shenandoah 
in 1925. ; 

Earlier and unverified reports 


said the ship took fire, but appar- —

preliminary examination on the 
Tucker said Deal was apparently 
not “in bad shape.” 

“No Doubt Akron Sank.” 

All three survivors declined to 
make any statement before com- 
pleting their official reports. After 
they left the Tucker the body of 
Robert Copeland, enlisted man, was 
brought ashore. Copeland was 
taken from the sea alive, but died 
shortly after. 

Commander J. Whitbeck of the 
Tucker at first refused to say any- 
thing, but later expressed the opin- 
jon that “there is no doubt the 
Akron has sunk.” 

Commander Whitbeck said the 
Tucker arrived on the scene at 
daylight, took the survivors and 
Copeland’s body from a rescue ship, 
and started back as soon as con- 
vinced that further search would 
be fruitless. He said the sea was 
very rough at the time and while 
numerous pieces of wreckage were 
seen no bodies were found in the 
water. 

Flags at Half Mast. 

Commander Wiley arrived wear- 
ing his own uniform jacket, shrunk- 
en so it barely covered nim, and 
trousers and shoes he had bor- 
rowed from a coast guardsman. 

“T can’t talk,” he said, and 
climbed up to the front seat of 
one of the ambulances. 

“How do you feel?” someone 
shouted. “Oh, I’m all right,” the 
officer replied. 

Erwin walked from the Tucker 
wrapped in blankets. 

The Tucker steamed into the 
East River from the harbor with 
flags at half staff and all other 
craft at the Navy Yard lowered 
their flags. 

In silence officers and men at- 
tached to the navy yard waited 
for the Tucker to reach her dock 
and silently they stood while Dr. 
Smith made his first examination 
and ushered the survivors ashore. 
High officers shook Commander 
Wiley’s hand. 

Some time after the Tucker ar- 
rived Commander Whitbeck said 
that he judged there had been a 
“terrific explosion” on the Akron. 
He based this opinion, he said, on 
the small size of the _ scattered 
pieces of wreckage. 

Wiley, Deal, Erwin and Cope- 
land had been picked up by the 
German tanker Phoebus when it 
was attracted to the scene by what 
it thought to be flares. The men 
were transferred to the Tucker 
early in the day so that the Phoe- 
bus might stand by and search for 
wreckage or effect further res- 
cues, 

“These are probably the only sure 
vivors,” he said, indicating Wiley 
and the two enlisted men. 


The cutter McDougal reported to} 9 


coast guard headquarters at 10:15 
a.m. that she had picked up frag- 
ments of wreckage from the Akron, 
consisting of light tubular pipes 
covered with kapok. 


Worst of Flying Weather. 


The tragedy occurred in the worst 
of flying weather. Besides the peril 
of the electric disturbances, visibil- 
ity was exceptionally poor and the 
flying ceiling was close to sea level. 

Communication concerning rescue 
efforts was hindered by continuing 
static. Third Naval District head- 
quarters in New York reported that 
all wireless receivers there “went 
dead” about the time of the crash 
and remained out of commission for 
a considerable period. 

At Lakehurst, N. J., home port of 
the Akron; at Washington, and in 
other scattered regions, the rela- 
tives and friends of the missing air- 
men hoped against waning hope 
that some word of further rescues 
would come from the stormy sea. 
Typical of the attitude of wives and 
mothers and children of the Akron’s 
crew was that of Mrs. Moffett. 

“T have every belief that Admiral 
Moffett is all right,” she said, hours 
‘after the crash. 

Failed to Make Regular Report. 

In connection with the crash it 
was learned today that no word 
was heard from the Akron at 11:30 
last night, when she was due to 
make a regular four-hour report. 
At the time this caused no anxiety 
as it was believed merely that 
static had prevented reception of 
the report. 

Weather observers on the Jersey 
coast said the storm came suddenly 
but that it had not been unexpect- 
ed, unsettled conditions for the 
region having been predicted. 

Contrary to previous information 
that the Akron was making a train- 
ing flight, the navy disclosed at 
Washington today that its destina- 
tion was the First Naval District, 
with headquarters at Boston.

Early Reports From Scene of the 
Disaster. 

Following the report of wreck- 
age near Atlantic City, lifeboats 
were sent out from coast guard 
stations at Longport, Townsend In- 
let and Stone Harbor. Several) air- 
planes, held back during the dark- 
nes because of low ceiling, took off 
after dawn to asist in the search. 

The Tucker reported by wireless 
that it sighted wreckage at the 
scene of the crash. The message 
was timed at 6:04 a. m. Ap hour 
later the cruiser Portland could 
find no wreckage at the same place 
and navy officials assumed the ship 
had gone to the bottom. 

Capt. Dalldorf of the Phoebus 
flashed word of the tragedy to 
shore as he turned his slow-moving 
tankship from its course to the 
spot where the Akron had dropped. 
A severe thunder and lighting 
storm raged. 

“IT saw aircraft lights flashing,” 
the Captain wirelessed the Associ- 
ated Press shortly afterward. “Then 
I saw lights flashing on the water. 
I changed my course to approach 
the lights, and soon heard men 
hailing me from the water.” 

Wiley radioed the Navy Depart- 
ment at Washington through the 
Steamship Phoebus: “The Akron 
crashed 20 miles east of Barnegat. 
Searching for survivors. Lieu- 
tenant Commander Wiley, three 
men, on board suffering from im- 
mersion and shock. Further de- 
tails later (signed) Wiley.” (One 
of these men died.) 

An S O S was picked up at 1:30 
o'clock this morning, and the craft 
must already have bsen digabied.

“Airship Akron with 77 men 
aboard went down near Barnegat 
Lightship.

Graf Zeppelin Officer Thinks Gas | 


Cells Were Defective. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
April 4.—Possibility that some of 
the Akron’s gas cells wére defective 
was advanced here today as a con- 
tributing reason for the airship’s 
plunge into the Atlantic Océan. 

Capt. Fleming, first officer of 
Germany's Graf Zeppelin, made 
this statement on the basis of in- 
formation reaching here. 

“It is most regrettable that such 
a proud ship as the Akron, and 
such a gallant crew as she carried, 
should be lost,” he said. 

‘It is hard to guess the causes 
for the disaster, but it seems most 
likely on the basis of the meager 
reports available that the Akron 
was forced down by a_ vertical 
squall. It is also possible some of 
the gas cells were defective. 

“Lightning or an electrical storm 
could hardly be responsible, be- 
cause the ship is filled with 
helium.” 


Planes See Floating Gas Tanks and 
Ballast Bags; No Bodies. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., April 4. 
—Planes operating out of the air- 
port here, and others from base 9, 
Cape May City, cruised over the 
ocean about 25 miles east by north 
of this city all morning but failed 
to find a trace of any victims of 
the dirigible Akron disaster. Be- 
tween 15 and 20 planes passed in 
and out of the airport here dur- 
ing the day. 

Planes returning here reported 
poor visibility. 

Lieutenant Commander Clarence 
F. Edge, piloting an amphibian, re- 
ported having seen several 
line tanks from the Akron floating 
on the water, as well as several bal- 
last bags from the dirigible. He 
said, however, that he found no 
trace of any bodies. “It was too 
foggy to see much,” he added. 

A fleet of about a dosen cutters 
and destroyers hovered about the 
scene of the disaster all day.

the upper rudder were carried 
away. I unclutched the upper rud- 
der and tried to steer with the 
lower rudder. 

“I was on the right side of the 
control car and supervising the 
rudder. Captain McCord was on 
the left side of the car and super- 
vising the elevator wheel. The ele- 
vator man reported the ship was 
falling rapidly. 

“IT heard a report of 800 feet. By 
this time the nose inclined upward 
about 20 degrees, but the ship was 
falling quite rapidly. In the fog 
nothing outside could be seen. 

“IT asked for altitude and the an- 
swer was 300 feet. I ordered all 
hands to stand by for a crash. That 
order was rung up to the engine 
car and almost immediately we hit 
the water. 

“We had, as I remember, a list to 


starboard, to my side of the con- 
trol car. Water rushed in the win- 
dows on my side, carried me out 
the windows on the other side of 
the control car. 

“I tried to swim away as rapidly 
as I could to get from under the 
ship, and finally came to the sur- 
face. I saw the ship drifting away 
as the lightning flashed. The bow 
wos up in the air and the whole 
structure was a general wreck. 

“IT saw two lights on what I 
thought was the stern. On one side 
I sa wthe lights of a ship. 

“I also thought I could see the 
glare of Barnegat lightship. I 
swam toward the ship and after 
about 10 minutes I bumped into a 
board about three feet square, 
which I clung to the rest of the 
way. 

“I saw several men in the water, 
but none very close. I did not 
think I could help any of them. 

“Throw Me a Life Ring.” 

“I did not see any men in the 
water after I found the board. 
When I got within 400 yard sof the 
ship, the wind changed, hitting me 
in the face instead of behind me. 

“The captain put the ship broad- 
side. It floated toward me. I 
think he must have heard cries of 
men in the water. 

“I made it easily to the ship and 
thehy threw me a life ring and 
hauled me aboard. They had boats 
out and picked up three other men. 
I did not see the boats until I was 
on board the ship.” 

“As soon as I recovered strength, 
in about an hour ,I sent a mes- 
sage to the Navy Department giv- 
ing the names of the rescued. The 
German Captain is an excellent 
seaman and did everything he 
could to save life.” 

Up to this point, Commander 
Wiley had spoken without inter- 
ruption, but this ended his formal 
statement and he permitted ques- 
tions. 

Asked about Admiral William A. 
Moffett, he said that the navy avi- 
ation chief had slept until mid- 
night and then had entered the 
control cabin, but he did not no- 
tice if he was there at the time 
of the crash. 

Wiley said that there were two 
enlisted men at the control wheels, 
but that he could not be usre what 
other persons were in the control 
room. He said he did not know 
what happened to Capt. McCord. 

“I was washed out his window,” 
he said. “He may have gone out 
ahead of me.” 

No Noise or Confusion. 

“There was no noise or confu- 
sion of any kind,” Wiley said in 
telling of his last minutes in the 
airship. “Orders were given in a 
low voic eand carried out efficient- 
ly. There was no conversation of 
any kind after I gave the order to 
stand by for a crash.” 

Wiley said that after he had been 
swimming about 10 minutes, he did 
not again see any other swimmers, 
although he could still hear them. 


Up to that time he had seen oth- it. 


ers struggling in the water every 
time the lightning flashed. 

He said he could not. see the 
Akron after he was in the water 
five minutes. 

“In the flashes of lightning I 
could see that she was drifting 
away,’ he said. “It was raining 
hard.” 

He repeated the assertion that 
there had been no explosion or fire 
aboard the Akron and he was asked 
if he had any idea of the cause of 
the crash, since he had said what 
it was not struck by lightning. 

“She might have been struck by 
lightning without our knowing it,” 
he stated. “There was lightning all 
about, but in my opinion she was 
not struck.” 

It was said at the Navy Yard 
hospital that Commander Wiley 
and the other two survivors would 
stay at the hospital at least until 
tomorrow.

I stopped the 
ship, turned on all lights, lowered 
boats and put lifeboats over the 
side. 

I saw mattresses and wreckage, 
and pulled one mat over the side 
of the boat. We got three men. 
(Previous reports said four.) 

I saw some men sink before we 
could get them. 

After this, no more men were 
found. 

I am still searching. 


Five-Hour Search in Lifeboats Made 
for Survivors.

WASHINGTON, April 4—The 
story of a five-hour search in life- 
boats for survivors of the Akron 
was told by Capt. Dalldorf, master 
of the Phoebus, in a message to 
the véssel’s owners intercepted by 
the Navy Department. It was to 
the Standard Shipping Co. of New 
York. 

Dalidorf said two lifeboats 
searched the waves from 1 o'clock 
this morning until 6 without re- 
sults. Four men were rescued, 
among them the unconscious Wil- 
liam Copeland, who died four hours 
later. 

He reported that he gave the de- 
stroyers approximately the position 
of the accident and finally contin- 
ued on his voyage at 9 o’clock this 
morning “after destroyers, after 
cruiser Portland left.’ 


AKRON CARRIED 207 PERSONS 
ON 10-HOUR CRUISE IN 1931

NEW YORK, April 4—The U. S. 
S. Akron once carried 207 per- 
sons, the greatest number ever 
taken aloft by either lighter-than- 
air or heavier-than-air craft. 

The 207 persons, including the 
crew, were taken for a 10-hour 
cruise over New Jersey and neigh- 
boring states on Nov. 3, 1931. The 
next greatest number taken up at 
one time cruised over Lake Con- 
stance in 1929 in the heavier-than- 
air DO-X. Aboard were 169 per- 
sons.

dip into the surf off the board- 
walk. 

The little craft righted itself and 
rose into the air, only to drop back 
into the sea. The impact threw its 
crew in the gondola into the water. 
Five of them managed to cling to 
the life rafts the craft carried. 

A New York police seaplane, pi- 
loted by Sergt. Joseph W. Forsyth 
here to watch the search for the 
Akron survivors, managed to drop 
to the water and tow the rafts 
bearing the five men to shore. They 
were taken to the office of Dr. W. 
C. Dodd, and treated for sub- 
mersion. Some were suffering, also 
from cuts and bruises, and some 
had lost their fingernails in their 
desperate efforts to cling to the 
rafts, . 

The shore was lined with auto- 
mobiles which had borne hundreds 
here to watch the search for the 
Akron and screams went up from 
the crowd as the little airship 
plunged into the sea. 

The gondola sank into the 
waves, with the wreckage of the 
non-rigid bag closing down upon 


Lieut. Cockrell said he had tried 
to make a landing at Beach Haven 
rather than buck a 45-mile wind 
to the hangar at Lakehurst. 

“When we dropped the drag lines 
about 50 people grabbed hold and 
the ship began to lift,” he said. “I 
decided to comé down quickly. For 
this purpose we have a zipper rip 
in the helium bag.

SAYS U. §. WON'T 
BUILD ANY MORE 
GIANT AIRSHIPS 


Congressman Vinson Op- 
poses Akron Type of 
Craft—Senator Dill Sup- 
ports His View.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Chair- 
man Vinson announced today that 
the House Naval Committee would 
investigate “the cause and circum- 
stances” of the Akron accident. 
Senator King (Dem.), Utah, an- 
nounced he would introduce to- 


morrow a resolution calling for a|! 


Senate investigation of the disaster 
and the advisability of further ex- 
penditures for such lighter-thap-air 
craft. 

Meanwhile, Representative Fish 
(Rep.), New York, on the House 
floor demanded that a report made 
by two Justice Department agents 
who investigated charges of sab- 
otage in the construction of the 
Akron be studied by a_ special 
House committee and made public. 


Tells of Sabotage Inquiry. 
Fish said that an “Austrian of- 


ficer’—Paul F. Kassay—had been 
suspected of sabotage while work- 
ing on the airship. 

“Two Justice Department agents 
went tc Akron, O., and lived with 
this man, and slept in the same 
house with him for weeks,’ Fish 
asserted. “They were two very 
able men. And the report they 
made is now on file at the Justice 
Department. It is a most extraor- 
dinary report. 

“It says, among other things, that 
this man told them he was sabotazg- 
ing the vessel; that he was fixing it 
so it wouldn’t fly long.” 

In a statement, Vinson said “the 
nation is stunned by the terrible 
disaster which has overtaken the 
Akron, and by the loss of so many 
of her brave officers and crew. 

“The Navy Department,” he con- 
tinued, “will order a court of in- 
quiry and the House Naval Affairs 
Committee will hold an investiga- 
tion to determine the cause and the 
circumstances of the accident... . 
The durability of the Akron had 
been thoroughly tested, and she had 
just returned from a cruise to Pan- 
ama.” 


“No More Big Airships.” 


Vinson also said “there won't be 
any more big airships built. We 
have built three and lost two.” 

Data on hand for his committee 
showed the United States has spent 
more than $20,000,000 on airships. 

The Shenandoah cost about $4,- 
000,000, and the Akron and Macon, 
sister ships, together $8,800,000. 

The Akron’s cost was $5,358,400 
because it was the first of the two 
and its patterns could be used for 
the Macon. 

At the same time, the Govern- 
ment spent $5,000,000 for a hangar 
and field at Lakehurst and has ar- 
ranged to spend nearly that much 
at the new Sunnyvale, Cal., field. 

The Los Angeles cost nothing 
since it was an indemnity ship, 
taken from Germany at the end 
of the World War. 

When delivered, the Macon will 
have cost about $2,400,000. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massachu- 
setts, on the Naval Committee, 
said: “A prompt, thorough and di- 
rect investigation should be under- 
taken without delay. The tragedy 
that has overtaken the Akron is 
appalling. I thought the large num- 
ber of aircraft catastrophes in the 
army an-i navy had led to the ex- 
ercise of such care and caution that 
an accident of this proportion was 
almost impossible.” 

Senator Dill (Dem.), Washington, 
a former member of the Naval 
Committee, who had consistently 
opposed appropriations for lighter- 
than-air craft, called the mishap 
another “illustration of the awful 
waste of money of building great 
gas bags that serve only as sky 
shows in peace time and are worth- 
less in war. One little airplane 
would put them out of use in a 
minute. We have wasted more mon- 
ey on them than anything we have 
done in the navy. J don’t see what 
use they would be in war and they 
risk the lives of good men. It is 
a crime to put the boys in those 
things and we in Congress are to 
blame for letting the navy talk us 
into it.” 

Representative McClintic (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, sponsor of the investiga- 
tion made by the Naval Committee 
in the last Congress, said he al- 
ways had felt the airship might 
have been irreparably damaged by 
its accident at Lakehurst. 

Saw Lakehurst Accident. 

McClintic was one of the repre- 
sentatives standing on the ground 
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waiting for a trial flight in the 
airship at the time of that acci- 
dent. 

“When you throw an airship 
weighing 100 tons against the 
ground,” McClintic said, “that blow 
is bound to have an effect on its 
construction one way or another.” 

McClintic recalled that the Akron 
was 20,000 pounds above specified 
contract weight and because of 
that weight had not been able to 
“earry enough fuel for a_ safe 
cruss-continent trip.” 

“This is a terrible catastrophe,” 
McClintic said. “But I hope it will 
cause those building the Macon 
and those who operate it to be more 
careful.” 

As to the Akron’s safety, a year 
ago last month the House Naval 
Committee found: 

“If there was any poor workman- 
ship or faulty material used in the 
construction of the Akron, the same 
was corrected before the ship was 
completed.” 

Sabotage Charge Investigation. 

This report terminated a long 
investigation by the committee into 
charges of sabotage, poor work- 
manship and faulty materials. 

Only one witness other than a 
refresentative of the navy © was 
heard. He was E. O. Davidson of 


Mount Ida, Va., general secretary 
of the International Association of 
Machinists. Davidson had no first- 
hand information, but said machin- 
ists had told him of poor workman- 
ship in the airship. 

The committee heard Rear Ad- 
miral William A. Moffett say: “To 
my knowledge, she (the Akron) is 
the best airship that has ever been 
built; she is the safest dirigible 
ever built anywhere.” 

Also presented was a statement 
by Dr. Hugo Eckener of the Graf 
Zeppelin, who said: “Having just 
completed a detailed inspection of 
the airship Akron, I am anxious to 
express to you my sincere congrat- 
ulations upon the completion of 
this wonderful ship. Furthermore, 
such performance data of this ship 
as have become known to me, to- 
gether with the superb workman- 
ship apparent in every detail, are 
so excellent that I am anxious to 
convey to you my admiration for 
this masterpiece of Américan en- 
gineering and craftsmanship.” 

Chairman Trammell of the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee said he 
thought a congressional investiga- 
tion probably would be made. “The 
disaster is most shocking,” he said. 
“Our navy and our nation have 
felt a deep pride in the Akron, and 
her fate in combat with a terrific 
windstorm again illustrates what a 
difficult task it is for man to over- 
come the unrestrained forces of the 
element.” 

Trammell’s office later an- 
nounced the Naval Committee 
would co-operate with the Navy to 
determine the disastrous cause.

Charles Augustus Quernheim, re- 
ported among the missing in the 
Akron disaster, is a former St. 
Louisian and the son of Mrs. Ida 
Quernheim, a widow, 1908 Sidney 
street. 

An enlisted man, he has been in 
the Navy 14 years. He was aboard 
the Shenandoah when it was de- 
stroyed in Ohio in September, 1925, 
but reached the earth in a section 
of the airship that drifted down. He 
escaped injury except for a cut on 
the tongue. 

His mother said she last heard 
from him when he sent a post card 
from Miami, Fla., as the Akron was 
on its trip to the Canal Zone two 
weeks ago. He last visited St. Louis 
at Christmas, 1928. 

Quernheim, 32 years old, is the 
oldest of a family of five. Three 
brothers are Frank Quernheim, 
1009 Hickory street, and Christian 
and Joseph Quernheim, who live 
with their mother. A sister, Mrs.

Mayor Miller 


Vanishes 


Below Political Horizon 


Election Marks Passing of Picturesque Figure 
‘Who Began Career as Head of 
Police Board. 


Today’s election, whatever its 
results, marks the passing of the 


picturesque figure of Mayor Vic- 
tor J. Miller from St. Louis politics, 
in which for a dozen years he was 
first a disturbing factor, and later 
a controlling one. 

The most recent of a series of ab- 
sences, due to illness, has kept the 
Mayor out of the mayoralty cam- 
paign. Shortly after the primary 
of March 10, in which he was not a 
candidate, he and Mrs. Miller went 
to Mamaroneck, N. Y., on Long Is- 
land Sound. From that place Mrs. 
Miller yesterday telegraphed to the 
Mayor's secretary: 

“The condition of the Mayor re- 
mains unchanged. Doctors advise 
against travel at this time. Regret 
we therefore will not be able to ro- 
turn for the election.” 

Mayor Miller's apartment at 6100 
Pershing avenue was closed recent- 
ly, and Bernard F. Dickmann, 
Democratic mayoralty nominee, has 
said in campaign speeches that Mil- 
ler planned to make his future 
home outside St. Louis. No state- 
ment has come from the Mayor as 
to this. 

Miller, now 44 years old, is end- 
ing his second four-year term as 
Mayor. He is from the Southwest 
Missouri lead belt, and his father 
was Sheriff of Jasper County in 
the palmy days of the Joplin min- 
ing field. He studied law in Wash- 
ington University here, and entered 
on the practice of law, interrupting 
his career for wartime training as 
an artillery officer, but was not 
sent overseas. 

Headed Police Board. 

In the 1920 State campaign, Mil- 
ler backed Arthur M. Hyde for the 
Republican nomination for Gover- 
nor. The St. Louis Republican ma- 
chine opposed Hyde in the primary, 
but he was nominated and elected. 
Early in 1921, Gov. Hyde named 
Miller as president of the St. Louis 
Police Board. 

The job was to Miller’s liking. He 
was young and fKad the idea 
gained from Theodore Rooseve:t’s 
career, that there were . political 
possibilities in police work. Also, 
he had ideas about police work, 
and he did not regard the board 
presidency as a dignified job where 
one should sit back and let the 
Chief of Police do the actual work 
of bossing the force. 

Miller made himself boss of the 
police force, and he was no easy 
boss. He reorganized the detective 
division, and formed squads that 
were sent whirling through the 
streets in automobiles with shriek- 
ing sirens. On their almost nightly 
raids of liquor-selling ‘joints and 
crooks’ hangouts, the squads were 
headed by the President of the 
Board, carrying a loaded police re- 
volver. 

Enemies were created by Miller’s 
“treat ’em rough” policy toward the 
underworld, and by a_ raid—for 
which he was blamed—on a poli- 
ticians’ poker game in a downtown 
hotel. In a week-night talk at a 


. 


church, Miller asserted that one of 
the city high schools contained or- 
ganized “vice clubs” both of boys 
and of girls. This brought com- 
plaints from parents and teachers, 
and an indignation meeting at the 
high school. Gov. Hyde directed 
Miller to give up his place as head 
of the board, though he remained 
as a member. In 1923, when other 
members of the board complained 
of lack of co-operation by Miller, 
the Governor removed him out- 
right. 

In 1924 Miller sought the Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor, on 
a law enforcement platform. Only 
one member of the Republican City 
Committee backed him. But Miller 
led decisively in the St. Louis vote, 
while the rest of the State beat both 
Miller and the St. Louis machine 
candidate. 

First Victory as Mayor. 

Miller announced his candidacy 
for the mayoralty long before the 
primary of March, 1925. In build- 
ing up his political strength, he 
capitalized public weariness with 
organized crime, and dwelt heavily 
on law enforcement, though the 
Mayor’s direct part in the major 
tasks of law enforcement is small. 
Mayor Kiel, after sizing up Miller’s 
strength, decided not to seek ua 
fourth term. Four candidates filed 
against Miller, splitting the City 
Committee support, and Miller was 
nominated. 

Characteristically, Miller sent a 
midnight telegram, announcing his 
success in the primary: to former 
Gov.

Before the scandal 
became known to the public, Mil- 
ler had succeeded in defeating 
former Mayor Kiel, who ran 
against him in the primary. In the 
election, the Ryckoff matter prob- 
ably reduced Miller’s vote, bui he 
won over Lawrence McDaniel by a 
plurality of 7114. 

In the last two years Mayor Mil- 
ler had talked of being a candidate 
for United States Senator, also of 
seeking a third term as Mayor. Ilis 
political support, however, had 
faded away and he has eliminated 
himselr from the political horizon.

found a wind velocity of 60 miles 
an hour.

Although exhaustive prepara- 
tions had been made for the flight, 
the actual achievement was in a 
measure accidental. When the two 
ships went up, the purpose of the 
flyers was only to make a test, 
but the men found conditions so 
ideal that they turned the test into 
the real attempt. 

The ships took off yesterday 
morning as soon as_ the 
learned that the wind in the up- 
per atmosphere had lost consider- 
able of its high velocity. This was 
determined by sending up a weath- 
er balloon, which reached an alti- 
tude of 33,000 feet, where it re- 
corded a velocity of 69 miles. 
When this data had been obtained 
the flyers left Purneah, about 160 
miles from Mount Everest, and 
went to Lalbalu, seven miles to the 
north, where their planes were 
waiting, loaded with full equip- 
ment. 

Lord Clydesdale and Blacker were 
the first to leave the field, taking 
off at 8:15 a. m. A minute later 
McIntyre followed them. A _ re- 
serve pilot, Flying Officer R. C. W. 
Ellison, went along to escort them 
to the foothills of the Everest 
group, flying in a small ship. 

The flight over the tallest peak 
in the world required three and a 
half hours. Lord Clydesdale’s 
plane was the first. to reappear, 
followed in a few moments by the 
ship carrying McIntyre and the 
photographer. 

Terrific Downdraft. 


It was necessary for the two 
planes to reach an altitude almost 
6000 feet higher than the mountain 
itself in order that they might 
avoid the terrific winds which 
sweep across the vast plateau of 
Tibet, and create a strong down- 
draft on the other side of Mount 
Everest. The men on the expedi- 
tion hoped their work would turn 
out to be a valuable contribution to 
geographical exploration. In the 
region are vast tracts of unknown 
and unsurveyed territory. 

The funds for the Clydesdale ex- 
pedition were furnished by Lady 
Houston. 

“The objects of the expedition,” 
Lord Clydesdale said before leaving 
England, “are first and foremost to 
foster and promote British prestige 
in the world and especially in India. 

“Americans have flown over the 
North Pole and the South Pole, the 
Pacific Ocean has been crossed by 
air and the Atlantic has been fre- 
quently flown. There is only one 
original flight really worth while 
now. ‘That is the flight over Mount 
Everest, which alone stands out as 
the only significant part of the 
world which has not been flown 
over. 

“The success of this flight will 
have a great psychological effect in 
India. It will do much to dispel the 
fallacy that this country (England) 
is undergoing a phase of degenera- 
tion, but rather instill the truth 
that Britain is ready to pass 
through a process of regeneration. 
It will show India that we are still 
a virile and active race, and can 
overcome difficulties with energy 
and vigor, both for ourselves and 
India.” 

An attempt is also being made at 
present to scale Mount Everest by 
foot. This expedition is headed by 
Hugh Ruttledge, a retired officer of 
the Indian Civil Service.

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IN MINE RIOT TRIAL 


Kincaid, Ill., Police Chief and 
Co-Defendant Found Not 
Guilty at Taylorville.

TAYLORVILLE, Ill, April 4. — 
A verdict of not guilty was re- 
turned yesterday in the cases of 
Chief of Police Albert Matozzo and 
Emil Dupire of Kincaid in the 
first of the 22 murder cases grow- 
ing out of the Christian County 
mine rioting in January. The jury 
was out an hour and 30 minutes. 

Matozzo and Dupire were charged 
with killing James Guy Hickman, 
a West Virginia coal miner, who 
joined the United Mine Workers 
here several years ago. 

They also are under indictment 
in two other cases, in which they 
are charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Emma Cumerlatto, a _ coal 
miner’s wife, and Vincent Rodems 
of Springfield, a former  militia- 
man, employed as a-mine guard.

State’s Attorney John Coale made 
the closing argument to the jury. 
Leal Reese, chief defense counsel, 
waived his right to a closing ar- 
gument for the defense, resting his 
case on the evidence. Both defend- 
ants were members of the Progres- 
sive Miners of America.

Lieut. Wilfred Bushnell Helped Set 

: Distance Mark of 

' 952 Miles. : 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Lieut. 
Wilfred Bushnell, Malone, N. Y., one 
of the officers aboard the Akron, 
is a co-holder of the world’s balloon 
record for distance. 

Lieut. Bushnell, still missing, and 
Tieut. T. G. W. Settle, sailed 952 
miles in 43 hours and 20 minutes in 
1929 to win the national balloon 
race. The record they made still 
stands. :

Akron and Macon Were Built 
Largely Because of His 
Advocacy of Dirigibles. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.,.— 
Among the missing in the Akron 
disaster is Rear Admiral William 
A. Moffett, only chief the Navy’s 
Bureau of Aeronautics has ever 
had. 

He left the Navy Department at 
1 o’clock yesterday afternoon to 
drive to Lakehurst for the Akron’s 
flight. 

He frequently was~aboard dur- 
ing the Akron’s weekly training 
trips and had it not been for him 
it is entirely possible that the 
Akron and its successor, the Ma- 
con, would: not have been built. 

The Shenandoah disaster in 1925 
caused much criticism of lighter- 
than-air craft, but disaster did not 
discourage Moffett. He believed 
that experience would overcome 
the mistakes and that the dirigible 
type had an unparalleled value for 
scouting. 

Named to Post by Harding. 

Admiral Moffett smoothed out 
differences in the Navy Depart- 
ment and he knew most of the 
Senate and House leaders and 
members of the committees which 
appropriated funds for aircraft or 
fashioned bills for them. He was 
named chief of the newly organ- 
ized Bureau of Aeronautics by 
President Harding in July, 1921, 
and assumed his duties in Septem- 
ber. He was reappointed by’ Presi- 
dent Coolidge in March, 1925, and 
was again named for a four-year 
period on March 13, 1929, by Presi- 
dent Hoover on the recommenda- 
tion of Secretary of the Navy 
Adams. 

Admiral Moffett was born in 
Charleston, S. C., and was gradu- 
ated from the Naval Academy with 
the class of 1890. 

Served With Dewey at Manila. 
During the Spanish-American 
War, Moffett, then an ensign, served 
with Admiral Dewey at the battle 
of Manila Bay. He was in com- 
mand of the cruiser Chester dur- 
ing the occupation of Vera Cruz, 
Mexico, in 1914, and was awarded 
the Congressional Medal of Honor 
for his services. 

During the World War he was 
Commandant of the Ninth, Tenth 
and Eleventh Naval Districts, in- 
cluding command of the naval 
traixing station at Great. Lakes, Ill. 
After the war he commanded the 
U. 8. S. Mississippi. 

A little later he turned to avia- 
tion, his chief interest ever since. 
He has had more air experience 
with all types of airplanes, sea- 
planes and big airships than any 
Admiral in any navy in the world. 
He is married and has five chil- 
dren, two of whom are naval avia- 
tors. 

With Mrs. Moffett in Washington 
are two children, Charles S. Mof- 
fett, 18, and Beverly, 14, both -* 
whom attend school here. 

On the West Coast are stationed 
Ensign William A. Moffett Jr., now 
reported flying to the Aleutian Is- 
lands, and Lieut. George H. Mof- 
fett, who is aboard the flying 
cruiser Lexington. 

There is one other child, Janet, 
the wife of Lieut. Elliott M. Moore, 
a retired navy officer. They live in 
California. 

Driving her blue roadster, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, wife of the President, 
called on Mrs. Moffett at 2:30 p. m. 

“She is quite wonderful,’ the 
first lady said se she came out of 
the Moffett home. “She said she 
hasn’t given up hope and won't 
give up hope.”

Big Air Cruiser Only Recently Returned From 
Successful 12-Day Trip to the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone.

LAKEHURST, N. J., April 4.— 
The United States Navy dirigible 
Akron return.d tc its base here less 
than two weeks ago from a 12-day 
tour to the Panama Canal Zone. 
The main purpose:of the trip, made 
with stops at Miami, Fla., was for 
officers of the Bureau of Naval 
Aeronautics to ihspect mooring 
sites in the Canal Zone. That cruise 
was the fi~st long one since Com- 
mander F. ©. McCord was made 


skipper. 

With Commander Alger H. Dre- 
se) in command, the Akron jour- 
neyed to the Pacific Coast last 
summer. That trip was marked by 


the death of two members of the 
ground crew at San Diego, Cal., 
when wind lifted the ship as the 
crew attemptcd to pull it to the 
ground with its tow ropes. Swing- 
ing upward, three men were car- 
ried up with the rope and two fell 
off in midair. A third managed to 
cling to the rope until men aboard 
the ship pulle* him to safety. 
Launched Aug. 8, 1931. 

The Akron vas launched by Mrs. 
Herbert Hoover Aug. 8, 1931, at 
Akron, O., before more than 100,- 
000 persons who gathered to wit- 
ness the ceremony. 

An idea of the dimensions of the 
dirigible is given by the fact that 
it is as long as several city blocks 
and as high as a 15-story building. 
Its capacity i« almost three times 


that of the Los Angeles and neczly 
ttwice that of the Graf Zeppelin. 

The dirigible Akron measures as 
follows: . 

Nominal gas volume, 6,500,000 cu- 
bic feet. 

Length over all, 785 feet. 

Maximum diameter, 132.9 feet. 

Height over all, 146.5. feet. 

Gross lift, 403,000 pounds. 

The ship carried eight engines, 
with a total horsepower of 4480. 
Its maximum speed was calculated 
to be 83.8 miles an hour, exceeding 
that of both the Los Angeles and 
the German Graf Zeppelin. 

The Akron was built by the 
Goodyear-Zeppelin Corporation for 
the Navy. It was the product of 
years of accumulation of knowl- 
edge of Zeppelin construction and 
at the time of its launching was 
said to exceed greatly the fondest 
dreams of Count Ferdinand Zeppe- 
lin, inventor of the big floating 
ships. 

The Akron carried $25,000 sending 
and receiving radio sets of vir- 
tually unlimited range. 

The Akron’s engines were mount- 
ed athwartships and each drove its 
own propeller. 

110 Gasoline Tanks. 


The normal gasoline supply of 
about 124,000 pounds was stored in 
110 aluminum tanks, built along- 
side the two-side corridors conve- 
nient to the engine rooms. : 

An electrical plant and sytsem, 
substantially a miniature reproduc- 
tion of similar systems used on de- 
stroyers, submarines and other 


vessels, also was included in the 


Akron equipment. Power was used 
for radio, lighting, telephones, part 
of the cooking and for certain 
pumps and the like. 

The contro] car was near the for- 
ward part of the ship and the for- 
ward third of the control room was 
the location for rudder and elevator 
controls, gas and ballast controls, 
instruments and other apparatus. 

An emergency control station was 
in the lower fin. Above the con- 
trol room weré the radio and aero- 
logical rooms, quarters for the cap- 
tain and some of the officers and 
office space and photographic labo- 
ratory. 

For several months before the 
journey to the West Coast, the 
Akron underwent extensive repairs 
and a complete overhauling in its 
hangar here. 

The airworthiness of the ship 
had been under attack in Congress, 
and a committee of Congressmen 
came to the station to board the 
ship for a trial cruise. As the ship 
was being taken from its hangar, 
a gust of wind bounced the tail 40 
feet in the air. No one was in- 
jured but the dirigible was dam- 
aged.

CALLS ON MISSOURI HOUSE 
TO REPEAL BONE DRY LAW 


James W. Byrnes, president of 
the Missouri Association Against 
Prohibition, has written to the 
members of the Missouri House of 
Representatives, urging that it is 
their duty to pass the Brogan bill, 
passed by the State Senate, for re- 
peal of the McCawley bone-dry 
State prohibition law.

Alfred Niemaczek Attacks 
Family When He Fears 
His Conduct Will Be Re- 
ported to Police. 


In a rage because he suspect- 
ed that his wife was going to re- 
port his abuses of his family 
to authorities, Alfred Niemaczek, 
44-year-old laborer, shot and seri- 
ously wounded his son, Fred, former 
East St. Louis High Cchool athlete, 
and then ended his life yesterday 
afternoon. 

The son, 18 years old, lies para- 
lyzed in St. Mary’s Hospital from 
three bullets, two of which were 
fired into his back while he was 
prostrate on the floor. 

The shooting occurred shortly 
after 3 o’clock in the neat four- 
room cottage the family occupies at 
1111 (rear) Exchange avenue in 
East St. Louis. Seated in a rocker 
on the porch of the cottage and 
clasping her 9-year-old son, Paul, 
in her arms, Mrs. Niemaczek told 
a reporter of the terrorism her hus- 
band had employed in dealing with 
his family. 

Wife Tells of Abuses. 

“My husband never drank,” she 
began. “It was just his temper. 
One time he gave Fred a terrible 
beating for bouncing a ball against 
the house. Another time he was 
fixing the water pipe and he asked 
me to bring him a section of pipe. 
I couldn’t find it, so he beat me 
with a baseball bat. Later he called 
me sweetheart and said he was so 
sorry. He would throw anything he 
could reach when he was mad, and 
once threw a monkey wrench at

Station Agent Testifies in 
Scottsboro Case — Says 
Two Women Were ‘Cry- 
ing, Appeared Excited.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

DECATUR, Ala., April 4—The 
story of the arrest of Heywood Pat- 
terson, 19 years old, and eight Ne- 
gro companions indicted in the 
“Scottsboro attack case,” was told 
to the jury today in the trial of 
the Negro on charges of attacking 
Mrs. Victoria Price. 

W. H. Gill, station agent at 
Paintrock, and Tom Taylor Ros- 
seau, were the witnesses. 

It was at Paintrock that a posse 
halted the train and arrested the 
Negroes, after the agent at Steven- 
son had called Hill to inform him 
of a fight abroad the freight. 

On direct examination by Solici- 
tor H. G. Bailey, Hill said when he 
first saw Mrs. Price and Ruby 
Bates, they “appeared excited and 
were crying.” 

The Bates girl is one of the al- 
leged victims of the attack and has 
been missing from her home in 
Huntsville, Ala., since Feb. 27. 

One of the two women, both of 
whom were dressed in overalls, 
complained to him that she had 
been attacked. The other woman, 
he said, lost consciousness and was 
carried into a store. 

Clear View of Station. 

Samuel S. Leibowitz, chief of de- 
fense counsel, took Hill through a 
detailed cross-examination.

Leibowitz asked Woodall if one 
of the Negroes said it was his 
knife. 

“No, sir,” Woodall replied; “he 
said he took it off one of the white 
women.” 

Knight turned and entered the 
witness room quickly, after strik- 
ing his hands. Leibowitz immedi- 
ately moved for a mistrial. 

Under vigorous cross-examination, 
Mrs. Victoria Price, 23 years old, of 
Huntsville, Ala., yesterday clung to 
her story that six Negroes at- 
tacked her aboard the train two 
years ago, and that Patterson, one 
of nine indicted, was one of the 
six. 

“Just before Mrs. Price left the 
stand after nearly four hours of 
questioning, Leibowitz introduced 
as an exhibit the record of the 
other trials in Jackson County two 
years ago in which Patterson and 
seven others were convicted and 
sentenced to death. 

Introduction of the record was 
not objected to by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Thomas E. Knight Jr., direct- 
ing the prosecution. 

Calm through the recitation of 
details on direct examination, Mrs. 
Price frequently showed flashes of 
temper as she answered Leibo- 
witz’s questions. 7 

Meanwhile Patterson, flanked by 
national guardsmen, sat behind the 
counsel table, sfbwing little inter- 
est in the proceedings in which 
his life is at stake. 


Sets Up Miniature Train. 


Examination of Mrs. Price was 
interrupted to permit R. S. Turner 
of Sheffield, conductor of the 
freight train on which the attacks 
were alleged to have taken place, 
to testify. As Turner called off the 
location of various types of cars, 
Leibowitz assembled a miniature 
train on a table before the jury. 

Frequent clashes between Leibo- 
witz and Knight interrupted the 
cross-examination of Mrs. Price, in 
which her veracity and reputation 
were questioned. 

Twice Judge James E. Harton 
warned the attorneys that objec- 
tions must be directed to the Court 
and not to each other personally. 

On direct examination Mrs. Price 
said she and Ruby Bates had gone 
to Chattanooga aboard a freight 
train to seek work, but failing to 
find it had begun the return jour- 
ney the following day on a freight. 

Says Patterson Had Pistol. 

As the train pulled away from the 
water tank at Stevenson, Ala., she 
said, seven white youths climbed 
into the opposite end of the gondo- 
la car in which she and her com- 
panion were riding. 


“Five or ten minutes” out of Ste- 
venson, she said, 12 Negroes came 
running over the box cars and 
jumped into the gondola. 

“Heywood Patterson was one of 
them and he carried a pistol which 
he fired over the top once or 
twice,” she testified.

1209 U. $. BEER PERMITS 
ISSUED HERE IN TWO DAYS 


Most of Stamps for Retail Sale; 
Many Applicants for State 
Licenses. 

United States Internal Revenue 
stamps, permitting the sale of the 
newly-legalized 3.2 per cent beer, 
beginning Friday, were issued yes- 
terday and last Saturday to 1209 
applicants from St. Louis and the 
Eastern Missouri revenue district. 
Most of the permits were for retail 
sale, a few being for wholesalers. 
The retailers pay $5 for stamps good 
until July 1. The stamps are sold 
at the Collector’s office, on the sec- 
ond floor of the Federal building. 

The stamps, 6 by 3% inches, with 
no adhesive coating, are sold in the 
same manner that the Postoffice 
sells postage stamps, except that 
the buyers of the beer stamps must 
register their names and addresses. 
No questions are asked as to age, 
citizenship or past record as to ob- 
servance or violation of the iiquor 
laws. Nor are the buyers required 
to exhibit their State permits, as 
was originally announced. 

Many prospective beer venders 
today mailed to the State Food and 
Drug Department, in Jefferson City, 
the applications for which forms 
were sent out yesterday. On re- 
ceiving these applications, with the 
required fee, the state permits will 
be mailed. The fee is $10 a year for 
retailers selling beer to be con- 
sumed on the premises, and $5 for 
retailers selling beer by the case 
for consumption elsewhere. | 


“These«claims will be liquidated 
under this court’s supervision,” 


Judge Faris said. ‘If this is not 
done, if Mr. Baldwin does not pay 
them in the manner to be pre- 
scribed by the Court, he should be 
removed, and the Court will not 
hesitate to remove him.”

It was passed, nevertheless, by a 
roll call vote of 229 to 29 under 
suspension of the rules, which pre- 
cluded amendments’ and limited de- 
bate to 40 minutes. 

Sumners said that the bill was 
“not intended to interfere with the 
usual and normal operations of the 
press.” 

“It will be re-examined,” he said, 
“to determine whether it will in- 
terfere with the press and, if so, 
will be modified by the Senate. 1 
am sure the Hcuse will accept the 
modification. 

“We've got to protect the free- 
dom of the press. This bill came 
up from the State Department with 
the urgent request that it be passed 
as it is.” 

The State Department said that 
“the bill is in no wise intended as 
a muzzle for censorship of the 
press.” 

During the debate Sumners said: 

“It is highly essential that leaks 
from confidential official records 
and communications not occur and 
that baseless or damaging reports 
purporting to be disclosures from 
such documents not be circulated. 

“It is the purpose of this bill to 
minimize the possibility of such oc- 
currences, while at the same time 
safeguarding the rights of individ- 
uals and the public interest as they 
are related to freedom of speech

Economies. 


GROUP PREPARING 
TO DRAFT MEASURE 


A. F. Whitney for Inquiry 
of Capital Structures So 
Some Could Be ‘‘Put 
Through Wringer.”

WASHINGTON, April 4. — The 
committee which is preparing to 
draft the Administration’s railroad 


reorganization bill met yesterday and 
listened to representatives of the 
owners, employes, shippers, secur- 
ity owners and others. It was ap 
parent afterward that. railway la- 
bor’s opposition to any program 
which would involve the abolition 
of a large number of railway work- 
ers’ jobs had caused fhe Adminis- 
tration to slow down considerably 
in its haste to draft a bill 

That opposition was forcibly re- 
iterated at today’s meeting by 
Donald Richberg, counsel for rail- 
way labor, and in a_ subsequent 
statement by A. F. Whitney, head 
of the labor executives’ group, who 
presented the workers’ own plan of 
reorganization, which included 
steps to create new jobs for those 
who might lose out in the reorgan- 
ization program. Whitney repeated 
his recent statement that, if there 
is to be a railroad monopoly, it 
must be operated by the Govern- 
ment. 

The committee which listened to 
the views of the different interests 
and which will draft the Adminis- 
tration bill is composed of Secre- 
tary of Commerce Roper, Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner Jo- 
seph B. Eastman and Dr. Walter 
W. Splawn, expert on transporta- 
tion problems. 

Not to Abolish Many Jobs. 

From an authoritative source, it 
was learned this afternoon § that 
representatives of the railway la- 
bor unions have been assured that 
the bill will not abolish a large 
number of jobs, or, if t does, it 
will provide new jobs for those 
who lose their old ones. It was also 
learned that one of the main sav- 
ings which the authors of the bill 
expect to accomplish is through 
the abolition of free services which 
the railroads are now furnishing 
to shippers as ar. inducemnet to 
get business. 

The Interstate Corimerce Com- 
mission already has made inquiry 
into these practices and would 
probably have ordered the rail- 
roads to discontinue them regard- 
less of the new legislation. Free 
warehousing is an example of the 
sort of thing which the authors of 
the bill purpose to abolish. They 
believe the shippers should pay 
for such services. 

As a result of today’s conference, 
it appears Hkely that the bill will 
provide for a national “co-ordina- 
tor,” who will have broad powers 
to end duplication of services, cir- 
cuitous routings and unprofitable 
service. Under him probably will 
be regional “co-ordinators.” The 
number seven has been mentioned, 
but today the impression was giv- 
en that the number would be less. 

“Hard-Boiled” Labor Attitude. 

It is obviously the opinion of 
those who will draft the bill that 
competition among the railroads 
had resulted in tremendous waste, 
and one of their principal aims will 
be to end it. The committee also 
is in possession of evidence indi- 
cating extremely inefficient man- 
agement by some of the very high- 
salaried executives. 

The attitude of the railway labor 
leaders during and after the confer- 
ence was “hard-boiled.” They de- 
clared that any program for co-or- 
dinating the roads should prohibit 
use of the “yellow dog contract,” 
and they specifically charged the 
Illinois Central and Rock Island 
lines with violating existing wage 
agreements and the law itself. 
They insisted that in any plan 
which might be adopted, the Fed- 
eral Government must assume 
power and responsibility for carry- 
ing it out, because the management 
of the roads could not be trusted 
to deal fairly with labor. 

Their own plan, a departure from 
anything heretofore suggested, and 
containing many novel features, 
would include a Federal public 
works program and rehabilitation 
of railroads and industrial plants 
to provide employment for rail 
workers who would lose their jobs 

through the elimination of duplicat- 


Measures acompanying or preced- 
ing any “economy” program of 
co-ordination would aid in meeting 
this need. 

“1. A huge program of public 
works (using that term to include 
all kinds of projects financed 
through public credit) would inevit- 
ably increase traffic on the rail- 
roads,.and could be promoted ta 
such an extent as to provide work 
for more men than would be dis< 
placed in the co-ordination of oper- 
ations. 

“2. Because of deferred mainte- 
nance, railroad properties now re- 
quire extensive rehabilitation, 
which, together with prac and 
profitable reconstruction work, 
modernization and improvement of 
railroad facilities for service, would 
justify the expenditure.of at least 
$1,000,000,000 during a period of 
co-ordination of operations, which 
would also increase employment on 
the railroads and in allied indus- 
tries, substantially increase mass 
purchasing power and increase 
traffic on the railroads. 


Jobs Necessary for Recovery. 
“3. As a part of, or supplemental 
to, a public works program, the re- 
habilitation of industrial plants 
and large and small facilities of 
production and distribution would 
provide an object of useful expen- 
ditures which, it has been estimat- 
ed, could exceed $2,000,000,000, 
which, if brought about through a 
national jrogram of economic recov- 
ery, would furnish another means 
of increasing traffic on the ralil- 
roads, increasing purchasing power 
in the communities and providing 
for the re-employment of enormous 
numbers of the unemployed. 

“4. Therefore, any program for 
improving the efficiency and econ- 
omy of railroad operations on a 
large scale should be accompanied 
or preceded by a national program 
for putting men to work, which 
would insure increascs instead of 
decreases of employment on the 
railroads and elsewhere. Any pro- 
grams of economy having as an 
inevitable consequefce reductions 
of jobs or wages which are not 
counteracted by programs insuring 
greater increases of jobs and wag- 
es will simply serve to deepen the 
depression and to hasten the day 
of complete economic collapse. 


Drastic Changes Proposed. 

‘There must be adequate consid- 
eration for, and protection of, com- 
munity interests in any program of 
consolidation or co-ordination. 
Drastic and far-reaching changes 
in the handling of traffic and the 
maintenance of transportation ser- 
vice will have destructive effects 
upon thousands of communities of 
an appalling nature. Cities and 
towns deprived of present transpor- 
tation facilities, made less desirable 
for industrial operations through 
reduced railroad service, deprived 
of railroad sHops, offices and term- 
inal or division business, will suffer 
large losses in business and property 
values. Those in turn would result 
in defaults of private obligations 
such as mortgages, and inability, 
through reduced taxes, to meet 
public obligations and to render 
public service, and thereby a new 
deflation, would complete the ac- 
cumulating disaster of three years 
of depression. 

“Here again it is evident that any 
railroad ‘economy’ not accom- 
panied by a counteracting program 
of economic recovery will simply 
add, momentum to the destructive 
forces of the depression. A choice 
must be made at the outset be- 
tween preserving a generally com- 
petitive system or establishing a 
monopoly system. If we can no 
longer pay the price of competitive 
wastes in order to obtain the bene- 
fits of competitive initiative and 
efficiency, then we should face the 
fact that we cannot compromise 
with partial competition and par- 
tial monopoly; and that a private 
monopoly of essential: public ser- 
vice is intolerable and that when 
we accept the necessity of a monop- 
olized transportation service we are 
accepting the ultimate necessity of 
an ultimate governmental transpor-. 
tation service.”

OLLOWING is the tert of 
President Roosevelt's letter 
to the Governors of 17 oil-pro- 
ducing states: 


My dear Governor: I am 
sending you herewith for your 
consideration a report submit- 
ted to the Secretary of the In- 
terior as the result of a three 
days’ conference held in Wash- 
ington the early part of this 
week on the oil situation and 
participated in by representa- 
tives of the Governors of 17 of 
the oil producing states. There 
were also present at the con- 
ference representatives of the 
independents in the industry as 
well as of the major oil and 
gas producing agencies. 

‘The main report was drafted 
and unanimously adopted by a 
committee of 15, composed in 
equal parts of representatives 
of the Governors, of the major 
oil~industries, and of the inde- 
pendents. When this report 
was finally submitted to the full 
conference, it received the af- 
firmative vote of all the repre- 
sentatives of the Governors and 
of those representatives of the 
oil industries voting as_ set 
forth on page four of the re- 
port. 

Together with the majority 
report just referred to, I en- 
close also for your information, 
a minority report adopted by a 
group of independents and sub- 
scribed by them in the name 
of “Independent Petroleum As- 
sociation Opposed to Monopoly.” 

I further enclose a resolution 
adopted by the representatives 
of the Governors after the main 
report already referred to had 
been ratified. 

To complete the record, I am 
sending also a final correction 
to the recommendations made 
by the committee of 15, which 
was handed to the Secretary of 
the Interior yesterday. 

Question for States. 

I especially direct your atten- 
tion to paragraphs A-1 and A-2 
of the recommendations of the 
committee of 15. It is obvious 
that the action proposed to be 
taken in these paragraphs is 
within the sole authority and 
jurisdiction of the interested 
states. The President of the 
United States has no authority 
to declare a moratorium such

as is proposed and he might 
be regarded as infringing on 
the sovereignty of the states 
if he should make the sugges- 
tion contained in paragraph A-2. 

There seems to be a wide- 
spread feeling that an emergen- 
cy exists in the oil industry 
calling for action and it is 
hoped that the Governors of 
the states affected, after con- 
sultation with each other, will 
take action appropriate to meet 
it. 

The Committee of Fifteen in 
paragraphs A-3 and A-4 recom- 
mend certain action on the 
part of the Federal Govern- 
ment. I am of the opinion that 
the suggestion that the Con- 
gress pass legislation prohibit- 
ing the transportation in inter- 
state and foreign commerce of 
any oil or the products there- 
of produced or manufactured 
in any state in violation of the 
laws thereof, is well considered. 
I am prepared to recommend 
such legislation to Congress as 
a contribution on the part of 
the National Government to- 
ward the solution of the diffi- 
culties in which the oil indus- 
try finds itself. 

Pipe Line Legislation Favored. 

I also approve of the recom- 
mendation in paragraph A-4 
of this report. 

The report of the Independ- 
ent Petroleum Association op- 
posed to Monopoly recommends 
“the enactment of emergency 
legislation by Congress divorc- 
ing oil pipe lines engaged in 
interstate commerce from other 
branches of the oil industry.” 
I am of the opinion that this 
is a reasonable request and that 
such legislation should be en- 
acted at as early a date as pos- 
sible. 

There are other suggestions 
and recommendations made to 
the Secretary of the Interior as 
a result of the deliberations of 
the oil conference that on their 
face are fair and reasonable, 
but which do not require im- 
mediate action. These recom- 
mendations can be taken up at 
a later date, perhaps after fur- 
ther conferences between the 
representatives of the states 
and of the industry and of the 
National Government.

ROOSEVELT URGED TO CUT

Women’s International Sends Peti- 
tion Signed by Dr. Cadman, Jane 
Addams and Others.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—A pe- 
tition to President Roosevelt to cut 
military and naval appropriations, 
accompanied by a letter urging him 
to withhold formal approval of a 
projected $230,000,000 naval con- 
struction program, was sent to the 
White House yesterday by the 
Women’s International League. 

The petition bore the names of 
several prominent persons, includ- 
ing that of the Rev. Dr. S. Parkes 
Cadman, Clarence Darrow and Jane 
Addams.

DETROIT TAX DELINQUENCIES 
TO BE 80 PCT. MAYOR PREDICTS 


Warns of “Dire Consequences” If 
Bond Defaults by Cities 


Continue.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Mayor 
Frank Murphy of Detroit told the 
House Judiciary Committee today 
that the nation cannot permit cities 
to continue defaulting their obliga- 
tions without “dire consequences.” 

“Up to six weeks ago, before the 
banking holiday,” he _ testified, 
“more than 1000 municipalities had 
defaulted.

SENDS LETTER

Favors Divorce of Pipelines 
and Other Branches of 
Business, as Urged by In- 
dependents.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today made his own 
compromise between divergent 
groups in the oil industry by rec- 
ommending prohibition on the inter- 
state shipments of illicitly produced 
oil and the divorce of oil pipelines 
engaged in interstate commerce 
from other branches of the indus- 
try. 
“The prohibition of shipments in 
interstate and foreign commerce 
was one of the recommendations 
made by the majority groups that 
attended the Governors’ oil confer- 
ence held at the Department of the 
Interior last eek. 
The separation of oil pipelines 
was urged by an independent pro- 
ducers’ group, headed by John B. 
Elliott of Los Angeles, Cal., which 
fought against almost everything 
that the others advocated. 

Letter to 17 Governors. 

Mr. Roosevelt made his views 
known in a letter to the Gover- 
nors of 17 oil-producing states— 
Arkansas, California, Colorado, Illi- 
nois, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Montana, New York, New Mexico, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, Texas, West Virginia 
and Wyoming. 

He told them he favored another 
resolution by the majority group, 
composed of representatives of 
Governors, the major oil companies 
and some independents. This was 
that the Chief Executive require 
strict enforcement of the Federal 
gasoline tax and the collection of 
additional data to aid in that en- 
forcement by the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue. 

The major groups also wanted 
Mr. Roosevelt to ask Congress for 
legislation authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a Federal arbiter to aid the 
oil industry in stabilizing itself. 
The President’s letter made no 
mention of this, although he said 
there were some requests included 
that were fair and reasonable, but 
that did not require immediate ac- 
tion. 

Refuses Two Requests. 

There was a definite refusal on 
the part of the President to accede 
to the majority recommendation 
that he ask the Governors of Cali- 
fornia, Kansas, . klahoma, Texas 
and New Mo2xi-_o to close al! flush 
pools until April 15.

CONNALLY URGES CUTTING 
GOLD CONTENT OF DOLLAR 


Texas Senator in Offering Bill 
Urges Price of Commodities Be 
Basis of Measurément.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—De- 
claring that “the present gold dol- 
lar is not a sound dollar when 
measured in the price of commod- 
ities,” Senator Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, yesterday introduced a bill 
to reduce the gold content of the 
dollar by about one-third. 

The Texan asserted that the gold 
dollar also failed in soundness 
when measured in the debts which 
people “owe and which were in- 
curred at a time wken commodi- 
ties were at a higher price level 
and gold was at a lower level.” 

Connally’s measure also would 
provide that all gold reserves and 
gold owned by the Government be 
retained in the Treasury for re- 


tificates, and that the minting of 
gold coins be discontinued. It pro- 
vided that the gold for redemption 
of the dollar shall vary according 
to the commodity index figure or 
price of a large number of stand- 
ard products.

IEWISH QUARTER 
IN BERLIN RAIDED 
BY NAZI. FORGES 


Streets Closed, Pedestrians 
Halted and Houses Are 
Searched by Police for 
Weapons and Papers. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, April 4—A Jewish 
quarter in the eastern section of 
the city inhabited by poorer classes 
was raided today by a large police 
force assisted by National Socialist 
auxiliaries. 

Streets were closed and pedes- 
trians were halted while houses 
were searched for weapons and 
papers. Persons leaving synagogues 
were searched and those not carry- 
ing double identification cards were 
arrested. Some printed matter and 
a few weapons were confiscated. 

Beginniug today, all persons dev 
siring to leave Germany were re< 
quired to obtain permission of the 
police. Reports of headlong flights 
of thousands of Jews into nearby, 
countries, carrying away money, 
and other possessions, led to the 
action. A considerable amount of 
money was reported taken from 
one group. 

The Government announced that 
the anti-Semitic boycott would not 
be resumed tomorrow. The Nazi 
party, which called the one-day 
boycott last Saturday, reserves the 
right, however, to reinstate the 
boycott in the event the “atrocity 
campaign” is resumed abroad. 

American officials in Berlin were 
disturbed over an allegation by the 
Pangerman Press Service, edited 
by two National Socialists, that “an 
atrocity lie factory has been set up 
in the American Consulate-Gen- 
eral.” 

The service says that the Amer- 
ican Consulate, like the Polish, col- 
lects accusations of Eastern Jews 
against Nazis.

An Arkansas Bondholder Protests. 
Tio the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

S a holder of $3000 State of Arkansas 
A bonds, I was very much interested in 
your editorial in Friday evening’s paper. 
entitled “Men and Money.” I was very 
much surprised to see the attitude which 
your paper took on this subject. 

These $3000 bonds which I own are the 
solemn pledge of a sovereign state of 
the Union to pay interest to me annually 
at the rate of 5 per cent on my bonds 
and to repay me my principal March 1, 
1939. I purchased these bonds because 
I knew that, in addition to being the 
full faith and credit obligations of the 
State, the bonds were also a first lien on 
the license fees and gasoline taxes col- 
lected by the State. I knew that the re- 
ceipts from these items ran in the neigh- 
borhood of $9,000,000 to $10,000,000 a year, 
and that the requirements to pay prin- 
cipal and interest on these State highway 
bonds were about $4,000,000. 

Since’ the interest on my bonds was 
not paid on March 1, 1933, I investigated 
and found that the revenue from auto- 
mobile license fees and gasoline taxes for 
the year 1932 in Arkansas was $8,445,- 
987.75. Requirements during 1932 to pay 
principal and interest on outstanding 
highway bonds were only $3,992,000. Re- 
quirements for 1933 are $3,992,500. 

I agree that, where there is actual in- 
ability to pay, there should be an ad- 
justment between debtor and_ creditor, 
but even then the debtor should consult 
the creditor. In the. case of Arkansas, 
there is no inability on the part of the 
State, as is evidenced by the above fig- 
ures, to carry out its pledged word to 
holders of its full faith and credit bonds. 

Under Arkansas’ new plan, I am to 
receive a bond due in 25 years and in the 
interim I am only to receive 3 per cent 
on my money instead of 5 per cent. In 
view of the facts regarding the require- 
ments under this first lien and the in- 
come of the State, there is not an inabil- 
ity to pay, and I cannot understand why 
you commend the State of Arkansas for 
breaking faith with its bondholders.

But does anyone think that 
one or two billion dollars will be suffi- 
cient to put the country back to any- 
thing like conditions were before’ the 
Wall Street dam burst in 1929? 

About 40 billion dollars in water escaped 
from the pound that day and went flood- 
ing across America from coast to coast, 
cutting values in half and destroying 
12,000,000 jobs. i 

Now, if one little Government bond is- 
sue of a billion dollars will be sufficient to 
recover from such a wreck, then I’m a 
bug. But one thing I am sure of: Former 
values and thrifty business will never re- 
turn while 12,000,000 men are idle and 
being supported by charity. Also l am 
sure that a billion dollars will not be 
enough money, no matter how employed, 
to create a demand for even 1,000,000 men. 

Why hint that two billion dollars is a lot 
of money when speaking of relieving the 
situation here at home? Back in 1917-18, 
the Government planked down 25 billion 
dollars to help relieve conditions in Eu- 
rope and never batted an eye. Eight or 
10 billion dollars, if properly used, might 
begin to make a dent in the depression.

THE ARKANSAS BOND CONVERSION. 

One of our readers expresses in the letter column 
today disappointment in what we said about the 
Arkansas bond conversion. He complains that where 
as under the old plan he was to receive 5 per cent 
on bonds maturing in 1939, under the new plan he 
will receive 3 per cent upon bonds maturing in 25 
years. He also complains that the base of the lien 
bas been shifted, which is a breach of contract. 

This illustrates the difficulty of lessening the bur- 
den of debt under which the people of the United 
‘States are groaning. It is a staggering sum, estimat- 
ed as high as 200 billion dollars. One of our readers 
complains that we have placed Arkansas, which re- 
pudiates an obligation, in the same category with 
Britain, France and Australia, all of which refunded 
their bonds at a lower rate of interest. The distinc 
tion is that whereas the conversion was voluntary in 
those countries, it is accomplished in Arkansas by 
the Legislature. In our judgment, to appeal to patri- 
otism, as Britain particularly did, is the way to do 
this. What Arkansas did by legal fiat, Britain did by 
appealing to the bondholders to stand by the nation. 
It is unlikely that American bondholders are less 
patriotic than British bondholders. : 

We disclaim any design to put the two things in 
the same class. We instanced Arkansas because this 
was the first attempt in the United States to lessen 
the great burden of debt. Nothing has been done in 
response to Mr. Hoover’s suggestion that we refund 
the Liberty bonds at a lower rate of interest. The 
farm mortgage bill now before Congress proposes to 
issue certificates of indebtedness bearing a maximum 
interest of 4% per cent for farm mortgages bearing 
6 and 7 per cent interest. A similar plan is under way 
for the conversion of home mortgages. 

The credit of the Government is the best in the 
country. It goes without saying that most holders of 
farm mortgages would gladly exchange them for 
Federal securities, albeit at a lower rate of interest. 
They do not, in most instances, want the farms, nor 
will public opinion over much of the country permit 
them to take the farms. The Government offers a 
way out by appealing to the enlightened self-interest 
of mortgage holders. 

The people of Arkansas must in the last analysis 
be the judges of their own necessities. They can 
justify themselves in the matter of their highway 
bonds only by proving that they are unable to carry 
this burden with the income from gasoline taxes and 
automobile licenses, upon which the bonds are based. 
Our reader says they can do so, and the Fort Smith 
Southwest American and Times-Record thinks the 
bond conversion is purely mischievous. If so, it will 
injure the credit of the State. Nor can we believe 
that such a breach of faith could stand a constitu 
tional test. 

It is the principle of bond conversion in which we 
are interested. The income of the American people 
has been reduced from 88 billion dollars in the hey- 
days of 1929 to a little more than 30 billions annually. 
Wages are reduced approximately one-fourth. There 
is a considerable school of thought which holds that 
the great burden of debt is one of the primary causes 
of our domestic plight. To lighten that burden is not 
a pleasant task. Nevertheless, the wages of money 
must come down with the wages of men. We sympa- 
thize with all those whose expectations are upset by 
such economies, but, as Grover Cleveland said: “We 
are faced by a condition, not a theory.” 

The Government has taken 15 per cent of the 
wages of Federal employes, which were already low. 
It is now taking $400,000,000 from the war veterans. 
Bondholders, as a class, are better able than either 
to stand the cut. 

If we are to have a truly national economy pro- 
gram, it must apply to all. 


THE COMMUNITY WINS. 


Recently we urged the promotion of Federal Judge 
Faris to a place on the Circuit Court of Appeals, but 
the President instead has nominated Joseph W. 
Woodrough of Nebraska. Of course, we were think- 
ing in terms of Judge Faris, who has certainly earned 
recognition. Now we are happy to congratulate the 
community. St. Louis would have suffered by losing 
him. Such Judges are not grown on every bush. He 
has given our Federal court a prestige and a flavor 
that we should not like to lose. And now that pro- 
hibition is on the wane, and repeal will lift from 
Judge Faris the tremendous burden of doing police 
court work, we may expect ever finer opinions from 
his pen. 
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“THE GALLOWS GATE.” 

Once a year the Little Theater of St. Louis gives a 
prize for the best American play. The winner this 
year is Marjory Stoneham Douglas of Miami, Fla., 
whose play, “The Gallows Gate,” is now running at 
the Little Theater. 

We see enacted here, as only the theater can mirror 
life, one of our great national problems. It is the 
origin of what is known in the lingo of crime as the 
“young punk.” The “young punk” is a gunman, a bank 
robber, a killer. He occurs everywhere in the United 
States. He is oftentimes as young as 15 and 16 years. 
He is being imprisoned and hanged in every state in 
the Union. He is more feared by the police than any 
other criminal. He kills without cause. 

What is the explanation of such a phenomenon? 
Mrs. Douglas undertakes in her play to show us how 
“young punks” are made. She blames in this instance 
the father of two boys who go the way of crime. Her 
heroine is the mother, who at last sees both her sons 
put to death, one by an officer’s bullet, the other on 
the gallows. There are differences of opinion about 
the theatrical quality of the play. That it is impres- 
sive for its vivid portrayal of something we do not 
very well understand cannot be questioned. 

Perhaps it is better than it seems. Plays of moral 
philosophy are not often popular. They are usually 
rejected at the outset. We like life in its lighter 
moods much better than we like its dreadful realities. 
The plays of Ibsen did not appear outside of Germany 
and the Scandinavian countries for years after 
they were written. Thirteen years after “The Pil- 
lars of Society” was simultaneously produced by five 
theaters in Berlin, it was produced in New York. 
“Ghosts,” written in 1881, was held for 35 years in 
quarantine before it made the London stage. Every 
age has a formula for the drama. Nothing is drama 
that does not conform to that formula. It is so of all 
the arts. Yet all the arts progress by bursting their 
conventional bonds. 

No other nation has so many young criminals as 
we have in the United States. The “young punk” is 
peculiar to our civilization. What is the explanation 
of it? Strindberg thought youth should be reared by, 
the father. Plato thought the young should be reared 


by the state. Surveys of crime in our country, such 


as that made by the Wickersham Commission, leave 
us more perplexed than ever. They violate every ac 
cepted theoren. | 

One of the boys in Mrs. Douglas’ play returns to 
the home place as a fugitive from justice after a 
bank robbery. He tells his anguished mother that 
she does not understand. He would rather have one 
day of adventure than six months on the farm. He 
says that after “pulling a good job” he feels “like a 
king.” It is a terrible thing, a condition so wide- 
spread as to make the parents of young men sick 
with apprehension. 

The “young punk” does not come from the lower 
walks of life. He comes from every walk of life. 
Leopold and Loeb came out of the upper walks of 
Chicago. 

It is the function of the Little Theaters all over 
the United States to reveal American thought in the 
most powerful of all forms. This may be all that can 
be claimed for Mrs. Douglas’ play, but it is enough 
to justify its selection. She is thinking about the 
“young punk.” How seriously have we all thought 
about the “young punk”? 
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ROOSEVELT AND THE VETERANS. 

The Roosevelt administration is moving so fast on 
so many different fronts that it is difficult to keep 
it in focus or properly to evaluate the numerous 
points in its program. However, it should not be 
overlooked that its action toward reducing the stag- 
gering burden of veteran expenditure is of tremen- 
dous significance. What seemed a forlorn cause as late 
as a year ago is actually translated into reality today. 

Of course, the administration has not done any- 
thing of a radical] nature with the veterans. It has 
merely drawn the line between disabilities incurred 
in servige and those without relation to the service, 
a principle that never should have been departed from. 
That is simple justice both to the veterans and the 
taxpayers. No man who has a just claim on the Gov- 
ernment will be turned away. The economy plan, by 
which, it is estimated, some $400,000,000, or one-tenth 
of the entire Federal budget, will be saved, closes the 
Treasury to those not entitled to public support. 

Yet the important thing is that, despite the simple 
justice of the President’s action, the political pres- 
sure of the veterans had grown so potent as seem- 
ingly to prevent the restoration to sanity of the pen- 
sion problem. Certainly, Congress proved itself im- 
potent during the last 10 years to resist raids upon 
the Treasury. As in Roman history, as in our own 
post-Civil War history, the pension evil was spread- 
ing unchecked. Already, we had reached the point 
where our veterans’ bill was twice as large as Great 
Britain and France’s combined, though the casualties 
in the armies of those nations were 27 times as great 
as in ours. 

In the light of these facts, what President Roose- 
velt has done required political courage of a high 
order, and that is true despite the fact that an at- 
tack upon the pension evil was a necessary prelim- 
inary to balancing the budget and thus preserving, 
the Federal credit. There were ways in which the 
President might have sidestepped, or he might have 
flinched from using the surgical knife so cleanly. His 
action sets up a historical precedent that will be of 
great value, for after this depression is over we may 
again expect the veterans’ lobbies to continue their 
demands. Roosevelt’s demonstration that they can be 
successfully resisted will help stiffen the backbone of 
future administrations.

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AMBASSADOR BOWERS. 

In nominating Claude G. Bowers for Ambassador to 
Spain, the President may have been influenced by 
the hope that the comparative leisure of the post 
might enable the incumbent to add another book to 
an already distinctive shelf. The reward for party 
service, to be sure, enters into the equation. For 
Bowers is a partisan of the old school, an “unterri- 
fied Democrat,” who preaches the faith with evan- 
gelical fervor and with as ornate a decor as that of 
Saltus or De Casseres. But it is as historian that he 
has filed a claim for posterity’s recognition. Thanks 
to his research and perorative pen, many of us have 
a more intimate and pleasanter acquaintance with 
Jefferson and Hamilton, have had refreshing glimps- 
es of early American manners, and have been privi- 
leged to observe the patrician essentials of the fron- 
tiersman, Andrew Jackson, whom the silk-stockinged 
elegants looked upon as a bomb-hurling anarchist. 
There should be material for a corking book in Spain, 
which, drifting for centuries in the dead sea of pur- 
ple tradition, has finally reached the bracing sun- 
swept waters of democracy. And Bowers can do it 
with the galloping hoof-beats of a caballero. 
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Perhaps the blue-sky legislation will take us out of 
the gray-sky times. 
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MR. INSULL IN HARNESS AGAIN. 

Leisure has palled on Samuel Insull. It was inevit- 
able. No one who has ridden the tempest of affairs 
in plumed splendor as he did could long be content 
to gaze idly on the vanished horizons of his mag- 
nificent yesterdays. Wherefore his pulses throb again 
to urge of action and in the uneasy vigils of the “vio- 
let city’s” nights he discerns a star-studded pathway 
leading back to enterprise of pith and moment. 

Mr. Insull, the dispatches say, is going into busi- 
ness again. This time it is lignite. A base material, 
this, over which industrial chemistry has pondered 
interminable laboratory hours.

Helen’s lips, the ardor of 
Sappho, the philanderings of Ulysses, Penelope's fi- 
delity, the simple faith of’ Menelaus, the political 
sagacity of Plato, the deathless wisdom of Aristotle, 
the righteousness that was Socrates still ringing 
down the ages—what may not this clay become in the 
alembic of the late electric magician’s genius! 

Success will not be begrudged him in what might 
almost be called his posthumous venture of filling 
again the lamps of Greece, of resurrecting the lights 
that were never seen on land or sea but once. And 
as for the money? Perhaps Owen D. Young will be

Politics Over Hollywood

N Hollywood the other night, an enthu- 
| siastic producer told me that the public 

was now more interested in public affairs 
than in sex and that a new deal was be- 
ginning. He had been seeing the film 
called “Gabriel Over the White House,” and 
the vast possibilities of the moving picture 
as an instrument of politics had been opened 
up to him. 

No doubt there are great possibilities. 
But provisionally, at least, my own inclina- 
tion would be to reassure the great lovers 
of the screen by telling them that they are 
in no serious danger. They will not, I think, 
be pushed aside immediately by worthy, but 
otherwise unattractive, exponents of the 
gold standard and the Federal regulation 
of public utilities. For, now that I have 
seen some moving picture statesmen, the 
great lovers seem not only more enchant- 
ing than ever, but astonishingly more effi- 
cient, learned and profound in their knowl- 
edge of what is common to the whole race 
of men. There are, no doubt, realms of be- 
ing, particularly those which have their 
focus near the top of the human skull, that 
the great lovers do not know so much 
about. But what they know, they do know. 

Judging by “Gabriel Over the White 
House,” I should say that the body politic 
is one kind of body that Hollywood has not 
yet learned about. Indeed, I never dreamed 
that such .virgin innocence could come out 
of the moving pictures. 

The film presents the story of a President 
who is converted to higher things by being 
knocked into unconsciousness in an automo- 
bile accident. Before the smashup, the 
President is a synthetic reflection of the 
more scandalous legends of the Harding re- 
gime. After it, he has a few weeks of in- 
sane lucidity and of supernatural power in 
which he solves practically all the problems 
of the world. Then, exhausted with his per- 
fection, he dies. 


The period of his greatness, in which he 
cures thé depression, wipes out crime and 
digarms the whole world, differs from any 
actual period of human affairs in that ev- 
erything happens by wishing it. I suppose 
many actual Presidents must have had mo- 
ments when they had a day dream like this 
one. Thus, the Cabinet is a nuisance. Dis- 
miss it. Congress is a nuisance. Shut it up. 
Gangsters are a nuisance. Shoot them down. 
Foreign nations are a nuisance. Call out 
7 navy and make them sign on the dotted 

ne, 

The President, after he has been hit 
in the head, is irresistible in the picture 
because nobody he has to deal with is real. 
In his imagination, he can conquer anything, 
because he never meets anything which his 
imagination has not created. 

As a sample of what the movies can do 
for the political education of mankind, 
The truly 
educative process consists in learning to 
deal with reality, that is to say, with people 
and objects and events that are not the 
mere projection of one’s own wishes. Edu- 
cation is a matter of putting away childish 
things, of. discovering that events do not 
respond to words, of learning that the world 


| 


is not in us, but that we are in the world. 

The world of “Gabriel” is the infantile 
world of irresistible wishes. More specifical- 
ly, it is a dramatization of Mr. Hearst's edi- 
torials. There is, for example, the great 
central scene in which the comatose but 
inspired dictator and President settles the 
debt question and the problem of arma- 
ments. 

The ambassadors of all the nations are 
summoned to meet him on the deck of a 
yacht, and a microphone which broadcasts 
to the whole wide world is set up. The 
whole world is listening and, of course, un- 
derstands English. The President, who by 
this times contrives to take on a little of the 
look of Abraham Lincoln, has a brief argu- 
ment with one-sly, effete and absurd foreign 
diplomat after the other. To each, in bril- 
liant and invincible repartee, he lays down 
the law, and his notion of repartee is to be 
just as insulting as possible. 


Then, to make sure that no foreigner will 
overlook the fact that he is being bullied, 
the fleet passes in review. Instantly the 
world capitulates. The President of the 
United States has told the world in no un- 
certain terms where it gets off, and off it 
gets. The nations agree to pay their debts 
and to disarm. In a magnificent affair at 
the White House, the ambassadors sign the 
treaty on the dotted line, and the President, 
the savior of mankind through the gospel 
of Mr. Hearst, has heart failure and dies in 
the arms of his mistress. 

So I say, long live the great lovers of the 
screen, the cute ones and the dark purple 
ones, the wistful ones and the man-eaters. 
They fill the vacant hours, and they have 


no ax to grind except at the box office.

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EASTER BUYING ADVICE 


Avoid Sweatshop Clothes, She 
Urges; Thinks New Hat Is 
Woman’s Right. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 4—An ap- 
peal to the Easter-shopping women 
of America to buy “reasonably 
priced clothes with at least the ef- 
fort to see they are made under de- 
cent conditions” was made yester- 
day by Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

She conceded a necessity for 
economy and rejoiced in the pres- 
ent low cost of hats, which, she 
thought, should insure woman’s in- 
alienable right to a new Easter 
bonnet. ‘ 

But she did voice objection to the 
purchase of clothes which in price 
and manner of manufacture would 
show they must be sweatshop work. 

A crusade on this subject also has 
been waged by Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins. 

On the Monday preceding Easter, 
Mrs. Roosevelt said, her own plan 
was to attend a Woman’s Trade 
Union League conference in New 
York, having for its purpose the 
creation of a label system to show 
dresses had been made under rea- 
sonable working conditions. 

Suggests Asking Shops. 

Having held several altogether in- 
formal conferences of her own on 
the subject with labor leaders, Mrs. 
Roosevelt made no attempt to min- 
imize the difficulty of the problem. 

Her own search for a list of shops 
selling “reasonably-priced clothing” 
made where Consumers League 
standards on hour. and wages were 
lived up to, resulted in the discov- 
ery that a catalogue of such places 
was hard to compile. 

She did advance the theory it 
would be helpful if the women of 
America would at least ask their 
shopkeepers about the conditions 
under which garments were made 
and set the merchants to thinking 
on the subject. Such queries, she 


ping places that were living up to 
standards, and she is “still asking.” 

Shops with high standards, but 
with prices impossible to the com- 
mon purse, she regards as not an- 
swering her question at all. 

Asked if she would speak along 
such lines at the coming confer- 
ence, Mrs. Roosevelt said: “I am 
going to hear what is said.” 

She expressed her hope, how- 
ever, that the Consumers’ League 
would be able to make up a list 
like the candy list of that group, 
showing places where the product 
was made under reasonable condi- 
tions. 

Something New for Easter. 

Swinging back to the timely sub- 
pect of Easter shopping, Mrs. 
Roosevelt smilingly voiced her sym- 
pathy with the old habit of having 
something new on Easter day. But 
she suggested for financially trou- 
bled times that people should not 
feel they have to buy everything 
entirely new at Easter. 

She herself will wear a dark blue 
dress she hasn’t worn before, but 
which, being a budget-plan buyer 
of clothes, she purchased before in- 
auguration when she was organiz- 
ing her White House wardrobe. 

Reminded of a former President’s 
wife who said she could clothe her- 
self as first lady of the land on 
$1000 a year, Mrs. Roosevelt dis- 
closed her own annual cost had 
never reached that mark. 

She said, however, that simple 
clothes, particularly in summer, 
had always been the rule in the 
Roosevelt family, partly. because 
they lived in the country on the 
Hudson River.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 4.— 
George V. Halliday, a figure in the 
£t. Louis crime news of 1921 to 
1923, was released from the Mis- 
souri penitentiary last night after 
havi~~ served four years and five 
months of an eight-year term for 

embezzlemcn. and forgery. 
Halliday, whose career in crime 
began when Lis St. Louis brokerage 
house collapsed ir 1921 with liabili- 
ties exceeding $140,000, proved later 
to be a victim of paresis, ar ' was 
lodged in the City Sanitarium in 
1924 as a person of unsound mind. 
Already under two sentences to- 
taling eight years, he remained un- 
der treatment until October, 1928, 
when physicians testified that he 
had recovered from the _ disease, 
normally regardec as incurable. He 
had recovered after an attack of 
pneumonia and physicians ex- 
pressed the belief the high fever 
incident to the pneumonia had de- 
stroyed the germs of paresis. His 
case, by reaso~ of his recovery, be- 
came celebrated among physicians, 
who now sometimes employ in- 
duced: malaria, as less dangerous 
than pneumoni2, to combat paresis. 
Halliday entered the penitentiary 
on Oct. 2, 1928. Efforts of his at- 
torney, Wayne Ely, to credit him 
with the time spent in the sanita- 
rium as time spent in confinement, 
|'were unsuccessful, and Halliday 
served the required seven-twelfths 
of his term, less 60 days allowance, 
granted him by the Parole Board 
for exceptionally meritorious serv- 
ice in charge of the records in the 
prison hospital.

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10 ARE INDICTED FOR 
BURYING WOMAN ALIVE 


Members of Cult Accused of 
Murder by Grand Jury at 
Martinez, Cal. 


By the Associated Press. 

MARTINEZ, Cal., April 4. — Ten 
murder indictments against mem- 
bers of a.Filipino cult, charged 
with participating in the burial 
alive of a wife accused of unfaith- 
fulness, were returned by the Con- 
tra Costa County Grand Jury here 
last night. 

From several suspects the Grand 
Jury heard how Mrs. Celine Novar- 
ro, 26 years old, was tried at a 
cult meeting, convicted despite her 
tearful denials of unfaithfulness to 
her sick husband, beaten and car- 
ried away to her death. By the 
light of torches on windswept Jer- 
sey Island in the San Joaquin Riv- 
er, 40 miles frum here, the execu- 
tion was carried out at a midnight 
ritual, the jury was told. 

Police watched the entrance to 
the jury room, searched witnesses 
for weapons and watched over 
Pablo Bustamente, informer, whose 
account of the slaying five months 
ago led deputy sheriffs to the grave 
Saturday. night. 

Informer Seeks Protection. 

Officers said Bustamente begged 
for protection from the other pris- 
oners and declared he had already 
been marked for death for betray- 
ing the secrets of the socicty, of 
which he was a member. Mrs. Ru- 
fina Mapa, 32, of Stockton, a 
cousin by marriage of the slain 
woman, was searched at Bustamen- 
te’s request. 

Those who admitted participating 
in the trial and burial offered one 
of two defenses, District Attorney 
F. J. Hoey said. They either de- 
clared the execution was an act of 
“justice” or that they took part only 
because they dared not disobey or- 
ders of the cult. ) 

Named in the indictments were 
Leon Kantinello, Jersey Island 
labor camp foreman and alleged 
president of the men’s branch of 
the cult, known as Caballeros de

District Attorney Hoey said the 
grand jury had also been advised 
Mrs. Novarro testified last July 
against four Filipinos convicted of 
kidnaping in Mercer. He expressed 
the opinion that this roused enmity 
against her.

I remember coming into Elespie 
one day wnen I had been brought 
some rather disquieting accounts 
of Franklin’s behavior and sayin~, 
“Elespie, I hear our boy has been 
misbehaving.” 

“They tell me,” she hedged, “that 
he has faults, but I can not see 
them.” 


Sometimes in the evening he 
would steal off to the nursery floor 
and coax the girls into playing 
“Old Maid” with him. More often 
than not he would get lost, there- 
by becoming the old maid, 
At such times he lost his 
temper completely, and peace wa* 
only restored by removing the stig- 
ma of the name, the meaning of 
which he did not even compre- 
hend at that timed. 


They would always give him his 
way, but not so his “Mummie,” 
who took quite another view. When 
he was about four, he loved play- 
ing “steeplechase,” and one day 
challenged me to a race. Twice in 
succession my toy horse ran off 
with the honors, a feat which dis-

pleased Franklin beyond words.

crowning humiliation was not 
to be borne, and he sulked in furi- 
ous silence. Quietly I picked up 
the toys and told him in as firm a 
tone as I could muster that, until 
he learned to take a beating grace- 
fully, he could not play any games 
again. I dare say I was thought 
rather a hard disciplinarian at the 
time, but it was the last indication 
any one ever saw of a lack of 
sportsmanship in Franklin. 

His father, outwardly at least, 
always approved my tactics with 
the boy. Never in our household 
was there any conflict over wheth- 
er a situation should have been 
dealt with one way or another, 
once a stand “ad been taken. Con- 
sequently it never occurred to 
Franklin to go either to his father 
or to me to be iet off a decision

that either of us had made. Par- 
ents, I think, if they want the re- 
spect of their children, must pre- 
sent a united front even over the 
unimportant issues. 

Really, severe as I sound, there 
were almost never any issues to be 
faced. He was an only child, you 
see, and, of course, when there is 
just one, the ever-present contro- 
versies that arise when there are 
several, have no reason to exist. 
He had his toys, and there was no 
small brother or sister about to 
decide he had played with them 
long enough. He had certain priv- 
ileges, and no one tried to usurp 
them. Hence the problem of ju- 
venile squabbles virtually dispensed 
with itself. 

While Franklin did not hgve the 
same degree cof contemporary com- 
panionship he would have known 
had there been more babies, he en- 
joyed a kind of kinship with older 
people that children of large fam- 
ilies almost never experience. So 
often I have noticed that where 
there are many children, either 
the older child bullies the younger 
or climbs down the intellectual lad- 
der to the younger one’s mentality. 
The only child, I find, has a bet- 
ter opportunity for fuller develop- 
ment because he has more chance 
of assimilating adult knowledge. 
So, one might say, does the law of 
compensation go about its work of 
equalization. 

Franklin never knew what it 
meant to have the kind of re- 
spect for his father that is 
composed of equal parts of awe 
and fear. The regard in which 
h2 held him, amounting to worship, 
grew out of a companionship that 
was based on the ability to see 
things eye to eye on mutual tastes, 
and his father’s never-failing un- 
derstanding of the little problems 
that can seem so grave to the child 
who is faced with them. His father 
never laughed at him. With him, 
yes—often. Ther were such a gay 


pair when they went off on long 
rides together. But Franklin's 
tragedies became his ‘ather’s woes, 
and I’ve often marveled at his 


' success at stifling a very natural 


merriment over some of our son’s 


minor disasters. 
— 

Ek lin, when they were still quite 

small, took it upon themselves 
to build a raft in the cove near the 
boathouse in order that they might 
be able to go out fishing. Both 
of them were pretty good wood- 
choppers, so they cut down the 
trée, matched the logs, bound them 
together, and turned out what 
looked to be a beautiful craft. Ap- 
parently they had used beech or 
some other woc” that was heavier 
than water, for when they stepped 
jubilantly upon their floating pal- 
ace, painstakingly dressed in full 
fishing kit, they sank with their 
handiwork, te ~-*: and all! 

_ They shared some very happy 
times together, those two young- 
sters. One year when they were still 
quite small—it was in 1893 I think 
—Mr. Roosevelt and I took them to 
the World’s Fair in Chicago. What 
an adventure! They could hardly 
contain themselves for excitement, 
there was so much to see, so many 
r-ectacles to watch. The amuse- 
ment pavilicns proved the greatest 
fascination, and I can not say that 
I blamed them, for nothing had 
been overlook~* in the way of en- 
tertainment. The educational fea- 
tures of the exhibits came in for a 
good part of their attention, but, 
if the truth be told, I would hazard 
the ess th-’ the Indians who 
pickéd up pennies by flicking their 
snake whips had the greatest lure. 
The gondolas and gondoliers in- 
trigued them ‘oth vastly, but every 
once in so often you would see them 
straying 1 .ck to the Indians to see 
what had become of the pennies.
